CHAPTER [81.

AN ACT AMENDING THE ACT CREATING THE MUNICIPAL COURT
OF THE CITY OF BT. PAUL, RAMSEY COUNTY, MINNESOTA,
AND THE BEVERAL ACTS AMENDATORY THEREOF.

- Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Szerion 1. That scetion seven (7) of the act entitled “An act
to wend an act entitled an act to reduce the law iucorporating
the city of Saint Paul, in the county of Ramsey, State of Minne-
sota, and the several 2cts amendatory thereof, and certain other
acts relative to said city, into one act, und to amend the same,” ap-
proved Murch eighth (8th), A. D. one thousand eight hundred and .
geventy-five (1875}, as amended by section two (2)-of an act enti-
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tled ““An act to amend the act relating to the municipal court of the
city of Saint Paul, approved- March eighth (8th), one thousand
eight hundred and seventy-five (1875),” approved March first (1st),
cne thousand eight hundred and sevemty-six (1876), be further
amended by strikizg out all after the words **such vath and bond
shall be filed in ‘the office of the city clerk of said city,” and in-
serting the following: ““And in case of sickness or pressure of busi-
